On 10/20/66, personnel, Military Personnel Records 
Center, St. Louis, Ho., advised that they were unable to locate 
or identify a service record for LOUIS BRIATTA, under his known 
name with the information provided. 

On 10/20-21/66, a review of the military records 
on file, at the Military Personnel Records Center, St. Louis, 

Mo., disclosed FRANK TONY CARUSO, serial number 36 781 800, 
was inducted into the U.. S. Army on 12/22/43, at Chicago, 

Ill. He entered on active duty on 1/12/44. at Eo rt Sheridani 
Ill. , and continued on active duty until 5/12/45, at which time; 
he-was honorably discharged, as a Private First Class, at 
Kennedy General Hospital, Memphis, Tenfu . by reason of Certificate 
of Disability for Discharge. ' t 

* CARUSO, had foreign service in the European Theater 
of Operations from 7/44 to 2/45, and was awarded the European- 
African-Middle Eastern*Theater Medal, with one Bronze Star. 


His .character ,ami efficiency ratings ranged from ' 
unknown to excellent and, there was no. record of courts-martial 
or absence without official leave1 

The following psychiatric background information 
was contained in CARUSO’s records and is quoted in .part:

- "....The serviceman was born January 23, 1911 in 

Chicago.. f - The mother had difficulty in recalling some of 
the developmental history because she'had had so many children, 
and many years have elapsed since their infancy. She did 
recall, however,, that; .even as a very young child the serviceman, 
had nightmaresv Of. the childhood diseases, the soldier had 
only measles; howeyer, he often had attacks off ever, when 
ho would complain, of chills, and would tremble constantly. 

’•When questioned regarding the enuresis the soldier 
is demonstrating at present, the mother stated he often wet 
the bed as a young: boy and would blame it onto his brother, 

with whom he slept..... ..This enuresis had manifested 

itself on several occasions since he has been v gr own, but his 
wife denys his wetting the bed during their married life. 

•’Regarding the feverish condition r this also “persisted 
' when ho was a young boy., On one; occasion some, member of the 
family found him fitting up in the kitchen, sink with his 
head under the running faucet/ He said he was ’so hot and there 
was a fire in his head 1 ; however, when questioned,, he said 
’there was nothing wrong’..-, ' 

’’The serviceman went as far as the third or fourth 
grade at the elementary school in the neighborhood. His ^ ' 
teachers thought he was ’crazy’ and finally had no patience 
with him and his behavior, and would not accept him. into 
their classrooms. While attending school he was always getting 
into trouble, either with the teachers or the children...... 

”... .When the soldier was between the ages of 9 
and 12 years, he was rUn oyer, by a truck at which time he was 
hit on the head. He Was* treated at the Peoples’ -Hospital by 
a Dr. dory. He also received treatment from Dr. Formosa....i 

’’...♦The soldier has also been treated by a Dr. Manual 
(Possibly Dr* Nicola Hmanuelle) for insomnia and nervousness.... 

”....AS a result of the serviceman’s head injury ' 
in the above-mentioned automobile accident, his personality 
changed. His school adjustment was negligible and his adjust¬ 
ment in the community became questionable. In the record 
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"secured from the Bureau of. Criminal Information & Statistics 
between the period of 1930, ■when* the soldier was 18* to 1943, 
the soldier was arrested twenty times. Most of the arrests 
were due to disorderly conduct, and he was discharged.. Of the' more 
serious charges, one was for burglary, One for fictitious 
license plates, another for receiving stolen property and the 
fourth, in 1936, was for grand larceny, when his case was 
carried over to the Grand Jury but discharged, on. ’Ho Bill*. 

His fines were minor, except in the instance of $100.00 fine 
for assault. Up to 1931 he used an alias - Frank Skid. 

".The physical influence in the soldier’s accident 
resulted in a general nervous upset. At night he would howl 
and siiy ’somebody is killing me*...... 

.. .He often lost his. temper and would become 
violent. After this behavior he would, cry and say ’it ain’t 
me. It’s my head?*...'. 

".... .It took the serviceman about a year to adjust 
himself to his father’s death and he drank steadily, his wife 
said, for about two months. He told her once he was going 
to be the ’second Jesse James’. He started drinking after 
his. father’s death.... 

".. ...When the serviceman’s, brother, Charles, died 
at the age of seven (the serviceman was 16 or 17 at the time) 
he was greatly affected by this and' demonstrated much grief. 

"...iThe soldier smokes incessantly.... The service¬ 
man’s nervousness carrys over into his sleep. His. wife advised 
that at night he is constantly moving about in the bed. When 
he is awake,. he constantly shakes his foot.... 

"....The soldier ’ flys off the handle’ very easily. 

Top much talking or noise irritates him. The childrens’ play 
arid their conversation disturbes him. Friends and neighbors 
that come into the home feel the influence of his behavior, 
as his sudden exits after they have been in the home a short 
time is insulting to them and they feel, arid have said to his 
wife, ’that he does not like them*. It keeps the family 
constantly explaining his behavior*

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"The soldier liked animals and was kind to them. 

He particularly liked horses, fie enjoys speecL The serviceman 
was always neat and clean. He had ho particular hobbies, 
has an. ordinary interest in his religion and before his marriage 
had the usual attraction to girls and had a number of girlfriends 
He is dependable and his mother said he was a * little bossy* 
as a child. His continual physical .complaint is. violent, 
headaches.” „ _' 


~ On March 14, 1945, CARUSO was afforded a. Psychological 
Examination at Kennedy General Hospital,. Memphis, Tennessee. 

The following are the findings of that examination: 

"The Wechsler Test of mental ability^ Form B, gives 
this patient a mental age of 10 years, 6 months. He became 
discouraged easily while taking the examination, and complained 
at times about things! going blank. The general test profile 
was somewhat irregular, but failed to. conform closefully with 
any of the other generally accepted test profiles indicative 
of mental diseases. All in all his attitude while taking the 
test was one characteristic of a psychoneurotic personality 
than anything else.” /(

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’ta. truck accident in which he received head, injuries, at the age 
of about ten, his- personality changed and he was involved in 
frequent arrests and conflicts with the law. However, his * 
adjustment during the past ten years was apparently satisfactory. 

"He received basic training, at Camp Wheeler, Georgia, 
and was .sent to Prance in July 1944, where he was in combat 
for one month. He was. hospitalized with multiple somatic 
complaints. 

’’When the patient was admitted to this hospital, 
he was extremely tense, apprehensive, and preoccupied with 
many unrelated complaints. He admitted that he was extremely 
worridd about conditions at home and stated that his wife 
was unable to care for his three children. He expressed the 
belief that he could perform no type, of military duty. 

"Physical and neurological examinations were essentially 
normal. Laboratory examinations were within normal limits... 


"DIAGNOSIS: Anxiety reaction, severe, manifested 
by tension, tremulousness, apprehension, and undue preoccupation 
with bodily complaints. ...

military Service 

On October 20, 21, 1966, the Army Service Record for 
FRANK TONY CARUSO was reviewed at the Military Personnel Records 
Center, St. Louis, Missouri, by personnel of the St. Louis Office. 
This record disclosed that CARUSO was inducted into the United 
States Army on December 22, 1943, at Chicago, Illinois, and 
entered on active duty on January 12, 1944, at Fort Sheridan, 
Illinois. 


He continued on active duty until May 12, 1945, at 
which time he was honorably discharged as a Private First Class 
at Kennedy General Hospital, Memphis, Tennessee, by reason of 
"Certificate of Disability for Discharge." His service serial 
number was 36 781 800. 

These records disclosed that CARUSO was in the European 
Theatre of Operations from July, 1944, to February, 1945, and 
was awarded the European-African-Middle Eastern Theatre Medal 
with one bronze- star. His character and efficiency ratings ranged 
from unknown to excellent and there was no record of a court 
martial or absence without official, leave.

The following psychiatric background information con¬ 
cerning CARUSO is set forth in part: 

"....The serviceman was born January 23, 1911, in 

Chicago. The mother had difficulty in recalling some 

of the developmental history because she had had so many 
children, and many years have elapsed since their infancy. 

She did recall, however, that even as a very young child 
the serviceman had nightmares. Of the childhood diseases, 
the soldier had only measles; however, he often had attacks 
of fever, when he would complain of chills and would tremble 
constantly. 
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"When questioned regarding the enuresis the 
soldier is demonstrating at present, the mother stated 
he often wet the bed as a young boy and would blame it 

prito his brother, with whom he slept.This 

enuresis had manifested itself on several occasions 
since he has been grown, but his wife denys his wetting 
the bed during their married life. 

"Regarding the feverish condition, this also per¬ 
sisted when he was a young boy. On one occasion some 
member of the family found-him sitting up in the kitchen 
sink with his head under the running faucet. He said 
he was ’so hot and there was a fire in his head'; 
however, when questioned, he said 'there was nothing 
wrong’. 

"The serviceman went as far as the third or' fourth- 
•grade at the elementary school in the neighborhood. His 
teachers thought he was ’crazy’ and finally had no patience 
with him and his behavior, and would not accept him into, 
their classrooms. While attending school he was always^ 
getting into trouble, either with th& teachers.or the 
children. • „ - * - -

When-the soldier^was between the ages of 9 and 
12 years, he was run over by'a truck at which time he was ” 
hit on the head. He-was treated at the Peoples’• Hospital 
by a-Dr. Gory, He also received treatment from Dr. Formosa...... 

"....The soldier has also been treated by a Dr. Manual 
(Possibly Dr. Nicola Emanuelle) for insomnia and nervousness....

"....As a result of the serviceman’s head injury 
in the above-mentioned automobile accident, his personality 
changedj' His school adjustment was negligible and his 
adjustment in. the community became questionable. In the 
record -secured from the Bureau of Criminal Information & 
Statistics between the period of 1930, when the soldier was 18, 
to 1943, the soldier was arrested twenty times. Most of the 
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arrests were due to disorderly conduct and he was dis¬ 
charged. Of the more serious charges, one was for 
burglary, one for fictitious license plates, another for 
receiving stolen property and the fourth, in 1936, was 
for grand larceny, when his case was carried over to the 
Grand Jury but discharged on 'No Bill*. His fines were 
minor, except in the instance of $100.00 fine for assault. 
Up to 1931 he used an alias - Frank Skid. 

"The physical influence in the soldier’s accident 
resulted in a general nervous upset. At night he would 

howl and say 'somebody is killing me’.

’’....He often lost his temper and would become* 
violent^ After this behavior he would cry 1 and say 'it 
ain't me.’ It's my head ’. 

. "....It took the serviceman about a year to adjust 

himself to his father's death and he drank steadily, his 
wife said, for about two months. He told her once he 
was going to be the 'second Jesse James’. He started 
drinking after his father’s death'.,.. 

"....When the serviceman's brother, Charles, died 
at the r age of seven (the serviceman was >16 or 17 at the 
time), he- was greatly affected by this and demonstrated 
much grief. ,, ’ 

"....The soldier smokes incessantly... .The service¬ 
man's nervousness carrj^s over into his sleep. His wife 
advised that at night he is constantly moving about in the 
bed. When he is awake, he constantly shakes his foot.... 

"....The soldier 'fl^s off the handle' very easily. 
Too. much talking or noise irritates him. The childrens' 
play and their conversation disturbes him. Friends and 
neighbors that come into the home, feel the influence of 
:his behavior, as his sudden exits after they have been in 
the home a short time is insulting- to them and they feel, 
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and have said to his wife, 'that he does not like them*. 

It keeps the family constantly explaining his behavior.

♦’The soldier liked animals and was kind to them. 

He particularly liked horses. He enjoys speed. The 
serviceman was always neat and clean. He had no parti¬ 
cular hobbies, has an ordinary; interest in his religion 
and before his mai’riage had t'h’e usual attraction to girls 
and had a number of girlfriends. He is dependable and 
his mother said he was a 'little bossy* as a child. His 
continual physical complaint is violent headaches." 

On March 14, 1945, CARUSO was afforded a Psychological 
Examination at Kennedy General Hospital, Memphis, Tennessee. 

The following are the findings of that examination: 

"The Wechsler Test of mental ability, Form B, gives 
this patient a mental age of 10 years, 6 months. He 
became discouraged easily while taking the examination and 
complained at times about things going blank. The general • 
test profile was somewhat irregular* but failed to conform 
closefully with any of the other generally accepted test 
profiles'indicative of mental diseases. All in all his 
attitude while taking the test was one characteristic of 
a psychoneurotic personality than anything else."

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"The family history is uneventful. The patient 
completed the third grade of school at the age of twelve. 

His occupa¬ 
tional history was irregular. A social history revealed 
that at ter a truck accident in which he received head 
injuries at the age of about ten, his personality changed 
and he was involved in frequent arrests and conflicts 
with the law. However, his adjustment during the past 
ten years was apparently satisfactory. 

* "He receivedbasic training at Camp Wheeler, Georgia, 
and was. sent to France in July 1944, where he was in 
combat for one month. He was hospitalized with multiple 
somatic complaints. 

"When the patient was admitted to this hospital, 
he was extremely tense, apprehensive, and preoccupied wi'th 
many unrelated complaints. He admitted that he was 
extremely worried about conditions at home and stated 
that his wife was unable to care for his three children.

For the information of the Chicago Office, the 
following investigation was conducted hy SA LEANDER J. 
MUNCY: 


Records of the major hotels, the Arlington and 
the Majestic, checks with informants and sources at Hot 
Springs, and an examination of hot water bath records 
for the entire city of Hot Springs all failed to reflect 
the presence of CARUSO and/or his associates listed in 
referenced airtel. All records were also checked under 
the aliases' of CARUSO furnished in referenced airtel* 

One informant had heard that CARUSO had been staying at 
the Majestic Hotel in the latter part of February, but 
a check of the records failed to verify this information. 
The photograph of CARUSO could not be identified by any 
of the sources checked. 

Further efforts will be made during the remainder 
of the race meet at Hot Springs which ends on 4/6/68 for 
any further information concerning the possible presence 
of CARUSO in Hot Springs.
